One town, wo believe it was Exeter, was re- 


presented by two delegations and the con- 
vention had to decide which of tho two was 
the originnl Jacobs. Two brothers named 
Phillips constituted ouo delegation nnd a 
man named Tillinghast, or something of that 
kind, represented tho other. Mr. Phillips 
deposed that bo was chairman of the town 
committee; that he had given five days' no- 
tice of tho caucus by moans of n written 
poster placed in tho window of his cross 
roads' store or blacksmith shop; that the 
caucus wns attended by six persons and be 
and his brother were elected delegates to tho 
convention. 
Mr. Tillinghast didn't have 


much to say in reply nnd tho Phillips broth- 
ers were admitted to tho convention. 


A written poster is not a very legible 


affair at best. 
It might, intentionally or 


otherwise, be written in a Very microscopic 
hand nnd with the very best of intentions a 
man who is unused to a pen would not mnko 
n notice thnt would bo vory easily read. Tho 
window might not havo been very clean. 
The glass in n country store is often rather 
opaque.

Dzin Tnjoiscmrr :—I nm afraid that you 


and your readers will begin to think thnt I 
am not ns careful to fulfill promises as I uiod 
to be, seeing f promised you a letter somi- 
occnsionnlly from this nucient city, nnd it is 
some five months since you received tho 
last. But, tho truth is, thnt I have been Inzy 
during the past Summer, and hnro shirked 
everything tbnt I could shirk—nay, not lazy, 
but n littlo under the weather, (as the sailors 
cnll it;) nnd now, in this delightful October 
weather, with improved health tho old-time 
vigor comes bnck again, so that the pen may 
bo more often in band. 
Well, the saason is 


about over here,and most of the millionaires 
and people of fashion nnd wealth, 3mve re- 
turned to their city homes. 
Gay and mag- 


nificent hnvo been tho turnouts that have 
driven up nnd down Bellevuo nverrKO, and 
furnishing us .poor people n few sights of tho 
vanities and comforts that mny bo purchased 
with money. Tho visitors have not boon 
more than two thirds the number of previous 
years, and tho hotel keeper*, bonrdhig bouse 
keepers and merchants pny that those who 
came put out money quite economically. 
The Atlantic House wns not opened, and is 
now advertised for sale. 
It is beliorefl thnt 


tho Ocean House did not do n paying busi- 
ness. But I want to sny n few words con- 
cerning our asylum for tho poor. 
On invi- 


tnlion I conducted religious services there 
last Sabbath morning. 1 was accompanied by 
two of the city commissioners, imtE a sou of 
one of tho aldermen of tho city, yrho played 
the orgnn and assisted iu the service of song. 
The asylum is located on nn island contain- 
ing DO acres of land.highly onltivntednud very 
productive.

It J3 ordered by tho authority of 
ihia court, that uo person under tho ago of 
21 yeara, nor any other that hath not nl- 
ready accustomed himself to tho UBO thnre- 
of, shall take any tobacko, imlil heo bnth 
brought a certificate under tho hands of 
some who tiro approved for knowledge and 
skill in phisick, that it is useful for him, 
and also that ho Imth received ft lyconso 
from tho courto for tho same. And for 
tlio regulating of those, who either by thoiro 
former taking it. hiu*o, to Ihoiro owno np- 
preheusions, made it neccssfiry to thona, or 
upon due advice, are ponsuEidcd to the use 
thereof—It is ordered that no mau within 
thin colonye, after tho publication horoof, 
shall tako any tobncko publiquely. in the 
street" highways or any barno yartlos, or 
uppoii training days, in fiuy open places, 
under the penalty of six-pouco for each 
offence against this order, in any of tho par-
